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Learnin 


Some Upland youngsters have learned the 
anatomy of a red-tailed hawk from the inside out. 

Twenty children sat patiently while Eugene 
Cardiff gave them a quick lesson in taxidermy 
during an Upland Public Library program. 

Cardiff is the natural history curator of the San 
Bernardino County Museum in Redlands. 

“We're going to take this animal apart, take its 
insides out and then put it back together,” Cardiff 
told the children. 

The red-tailed hawk was found dead two years 
ago in the San Bernardino Mountains. The museum 
had kept the bird, along with 100 other animals, in a 
freezer since that time. Cardiff said he works on the 
animals whenever he has time. 

Using a sharp razor blade, Cardiff made a slight 
incision in the hawk’s chest and started peeling the 
skin away from the carcass. Powdered pumice was 
used to absorb any blood or fluids so the bird’s 


feathers wouldn’t be stained. 

While working on the bird, Cardiff showed the 
children various parts of its anatomy. 

To reach certain body cavities Cardiff had to use 
pliers to crack some bone joints, and later the bird’s 
skull. The brain was removed and replaced with clay 
to support the skull and a pair of glass eyes the 
children picked for the hawk. 

Crunch. “Oh | hate that sound,” one little girl 
said with a grimace. 

“Oh gross,” Brian Chappell said. 

“All we want is the feathers, skin and some 
bones to support the bird after we’re through. All 
meat must be removed or the bugs will get it. 
Although we dust the bird with borax, we still must 
be careful or all that will be left at the museum is a 
mound of dust where the animal used to be. That’s 
sort of embarrassing to the museum curator,” 
Cardiff said with a broad smile. 


While some animals, particularly reptiles, can be 
freeze dried, most larger animals must be stuffed in 
order to preserve them. 

During the two-hour lesson, the children 
frequently asked Cardiff questions after the initial 
uneasiness of taxidermy wore off. 

“When did you start doing this,” one boy asked. 

‘When | was about the same age as you. | lived 
on a farm where you had to kill your own food. | 
wanted to learn about taxidermy so | found 
someone to teach me and then | took a 
correspondance course,” the curator said. 

Cardiff said he hated to see animals accidentally 
or purposely killed and then left. 

“| have a tremendous respect for hunters 
because they kill only what they have to. They pay 
for licenses and a part of that money goes toward 
wildlife management programs,” he said. “I have no 
respect at all. for someone who merely takes his 22 
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to stuff a bird

and shoots anything he sees.” 

Although the stout-hearted, strong-stomached 
youngsters sat through most of the demonstration 
without flinching, there was a united chorus of “‘oh”’ 
when Cardiff opened up the skull. 

Cardiff offers free taxidermy classes for people 
of all ages at the museum the last Tuesday of each 
month beginning in September at 7:30 p.m. 

The curator said he would teach the craft to 
children only if they promised to complete a project 
themselves one day and donate it to the museum. 

“Many of the birds of prey, like this hawk, shun 
people and they are very hard to see in the wild. 
Sometimes this is the only way to get a good look at 
these animals,” Cardiff said. 

Preservation is a means of retaining the beauty 
of wildlife forever, he said. 

“| thought this would be interesting and | didn’t 
think I’d get sick. It has been fun,” Alison Wallace said.

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Clubs oppose fireworks

A proposal to ban fireworks in 
Rancho Cucamonga has caused 
an uproar among service clubs 
who raise thousands of dollars 
each year for charity by selling 
“safe and sane” fireworks. 

Recently, leaders representing 
seven service organizations told 
representatives of the Foothill 
Fire Protection District and the 
Chamber of Commerce 
Government Relations 
Committee that the sale of the 
fireworks is a lucrative activity 
for their charitable programs. 

But the service club 
representatives did express 
support for a compromise 
measure such as one that would 
limit, to one or two, the number 
of days that fireworks can be set 
off. 

Officials from the chamber 
and service clubs agreed to form 
a task force to meet and draft a 
recommendation for 
consideration by the governing 
board of the Foothill Fire 
Protection District. 

The fire board, which began 
talk of the ban, is expected to 
make its ownrecommendation to 
the city council regarding 
fireworks regulation. 

The representatives of the 
service clubs talked about their 
opposiiton to the the ban after 
Tuesday’s meeting. 

“Fireworks sales are one of 
the easiest ways there are to 
raise money in large amounts for 
charity,” said Jim Campbell, who 





represents the Rancho 
Cucamonga Lions Club, the Alta 
Loma Little League and the Boy 
Scouts. 

Campbell estimated that every 
year fireworks stands run by 
service clubs raise between 
$45,000 and $50,000 for charity. 

A booth run this’ year by the 
Cucamonga District Host Lions 
Club, the Rancho Cucamonga 
Breakfast Lions Club and the 
Lioness Club sold $41,000 worth 
of ‘‘safe and sane” fireworks for 
the Fourth of July and realized 
an $11,500 net profit which can 
be used by the three clubs for 
chairty, according to Carl Smith, 
president of the Host Lions club. 

In comparison, the Lions 
operated a food booth at the 
Rancho Cucamonga Wine 
Festival last year and raised $200 
after ‘“‘four days of hard work,” 
Smith said. 

The Lions use their profits 
from the fireworks sale to help 
charities for eye care, drug 
awareness, diabetes and the City 
of Hope, he said. 

“Our position is, of course, 
that they should be allowed,” 
Smith said. ‘“‘We’re selling ‘safe 
and sane’ fireworks. The profits 
that we make off this money, we 
turn back to the community.” 

Rick Nelson, a member of the 
board of directors of the Rancho 
Cucamonga Rotary Club, agrees 
with Smith. 

“Ultimately, that is the reason 
why | oppose an outright ban,” 
Nelson said. “All of that money 
is going back into the 
community. | hate to see it 
disappear and it (the ban) is not 


going to stop brush fires.” 

Representing the fire district 
at the Tuesday meeting were 
Fire Chief L. Dennis Michael and 
Division Chief Lloyd Almand. 

Almand said that during the 
recent Fourth of July holidays, a 
couple of fires were started by 
“safe and sane” fireworks. 

“We both feel that there is a 
lot of concern over the issue 
both pro and con and that we 
need to look at some viable 
alternatives,” Almand said. 

Smith said he believes most of 
the problems the fire department 
has with fireworks starting fires, 
come from illegal fireworks. He 
said the problems with ‘‘safe and 
sane” fireworks come from 
parents failing to properly 
supervise their childrens’ use of 
the fireworks. 

“| think there is a better 
solution than just saying ‘hey 
let’s ban them altogether,’” 
added Campbell. 

He said even if ‘‘safe and 
sane” fireworks are banned in 
Rancho Cucamonga, people will 
buy them in cities where they are 
allowed and bring them into the 
city. 

Currently, using state law as a 
guide, the city allows ‘‘safe and 
sane” fireworks to be sold and 
used anytime from June 28 to 
July 6. 

Campbell, Smith and Nelson 
said they would all support a 
compromise to reduce the 
number of days that fireworks 
may be sold and used. 

“1 think that would give them a 
chance for enforcement,” Smith 
said.

Angel Flight pilot flies Arizonan 
to ULCA for kidney transplant

Jason Levenson of Rancho 
Cucamonga discovered ona 
recent mission of mercy that 
when alife is at stake, even 
exhaustion can be overcome. 

One night recently there was 
a fatal accident near Los 
Angeles and physicians at 
UCLA Medical Center found 
themselves with the right kind 
of kidney for transplanting into 
a 22-year-old Yuma, Ariz., man. 

So Angel Flight was called 
into action and the 42-year-old 
Rancho Cucamonga pilot was 
summoned from his bed. 

Levenson had volunteered to 
join the American Medical 
Support Flight Team a month 
before but he was in no 
condition to respond to his 
first mission after midnight on 
July 1. 

“It couldn’t have come ata 
worst time,’’ Levenson 
recalled. ‘Il had just gotten 
back from a three-day sailing 
trip to Catalina and | was very 
tired. | had just gone to sleep 
an hour earlier when the phone 
rang after midnight.” 


The caller was the director of 
the Los Angeles chapter of 
Angel Flight, Dennis Torrez, 
and Levenson was the last of 
20 pilots he could call to fly 
and transport the Arizona 
youth to Los Angeles. All the 
other pilots had told Torrez 
they couldn’t make the trip on 
such short notice. 

“| couldn’t say no. | had to 
do it,’”’ Levenson said. ‘Il was 
the last one he could count 
on.” 

The kidney was only 
expected to last for 10 or 12 
hours and Gustavo Chavez and 
his mother were worried that 
their old car would break down 


on the long trip to Los Angeles. 


The volunteer program 
providing free medical flights 
for people who need them was 
immediately contacted by 
UCLA. 

Levenson went to where his 
rented airplane is stored at 
Ontario International Airport, 
flew to Van Nuys to pick up a 
co-pilot and crossed 
approximately 200 miles to 
Yuma, arriving before dawn. 

“We had a small problem 
getting gas at that time so we 


had to bang on some doors,” 
he said. Reloaded, with Chavez 
and his mother aboard, 
Levenson returned to Van Nuys 
airport, arriving there 6% hours 
after he left Ontario. 

A UCLA nurse was waiting at 
the airport and drove the 
Chavezes to the medical center 
where the transplant was 
performed. 

Chavez had received his first 
kidney transplant when he was 
10 years old. Then, 10 years 
later, he had his second 
transplant. That second kidney 
gave out like the first, requiring 
last month’s operation. The 
patient is recovering in the 
hospital and Levenson has 
promised to fly him back to 
Yuma when he is ready. 

Levenson has been a 
recreational pilot since 1983. 
He heard about the Angel 
Flight program at a meeting of 
the Pomona Valley Pilots 
Association, to which he also 
belongs. 


When he is not up in the air, 
he is busy as the owner of the 
Lamppost Pizza restaurants in 
Montclair and Ontario.

Some months later she burst 
into my office with the words, ‘| 
was elected president of my 
freshman class.” 


All | could ask was, “How did 
that happen?” 


She very proudly replied, ‘‘It 
did not happen! | happened it!” 

One way out of being part of 
the lonely crowd is to make 
friendships and acceptance 
happen. Stop to think about 
what it takes to be a friend, as 
well as what you would ask of a 
friend. To be a friend requires 
you to do those things that make 
friends and then the crowd is no 
longer a lonely crowd. 

You never can overcome the 
problem of loneliness by just 
thinking about it. Instead of 
thinking about your loneliness, 
realize you’re in the midst of 
people who are very lonely and 
start to do something for a few 
of them and you will be doing a 
great deal for yourself. 

It will amaze you how grateful 
and responsive those you try to 
help will be. When you see how 
you have helped, there will come 
that inner glow that is not for 
sale at any cosmetic counter. It 
can be one of the best feelings 
you ever had and it all starts with 
you.

County Environmental Health 
Services officials are 
investigating reports of possible 
illegal sewage dumping in an 
unincorporated portion of 
Upland. 

To date most of their work has 
centered on trying to find the 
source of the problem. 

The Ontario-based office has 
spent weeks investigating 
complaints that sewage is 
seeping onto a vacant lot just 
south of the New China 
restaurant, located at 2006 W. 
Foothill Boulevard. 

But the department can’t find 
a link between the substance, 
the restaurant or any other 
business in the area. 

The department has 
conducted routine dye tests at

rom his seat at the turntables of country 
music radio station KNTF, afternoon 
disc-jockey Doug Vincent can look out a 
large picture window and talk to 
motorists through their car radios as 
they drive by, waving. 

The radio station’s new Rancho 
Cucamonga location in the Barton Plaza One building at 
the intersection of Foothill Boulevard and Haven Avenue 
is a far cry from the trailer in which the station used to 
operate in the back of the Chaffey Community College 
campus, says Vincent. 

“We're definitely easier to find than when we were 
tucked away in the back of Chaffey College,” he said. 
“Now it’s like we’re in a landmark. We just tell people to 
look for the big white building.” 

The radio station has also come a distance in the 
quality of its equipment and the size of its promotions. 

“A year ago we were giving away little telephones and 
bowling balls,” said Program Director Kevin O’Neill. 

O’Neill said the station’s latest contest gave away a 
customized Chevrolet Camaro. Future contests will give 
away a Honda motorcycle, a waterskiing boat and a 
Chevrolet Blazer. . 

The FM radio station moved into its new Rancho 
Cucamonga location 22 months ago after spending two 
years in the double-wide trailer once used by the Chaffey 
College business administration offices. 

O’Neill said the station almost moved to Ontario, but 
the owner of Barton Plaza, Jim Barton, was a fan of the 
station and asked to have it located in his building. 

The station started out as KSOM on 9th Street in 
Rancho Cucamonga. That station had an FM channel that

KNTF is presently the number one country western 
station in the market including the cities of Riverside, San 
Bernardino and Ontario. The station ranks number nine 
overall in the market that is dominated by KIIS-FM of Los 
Angeles. 

O’Neill said his station appeals most to an audience 
in the 24 to 54 age bracket and has at least 10,000 
listeners at any given moment.

“The Boston Pops has 
introduced many people to 
symphonic music,” says 
conductor John Williams. “But 
that isn’t its primary role. The 
Pops was created to 
entertain.” 

And entertain it does. Now 
celebrating its 100th 
anniversary, the Boston Pops 
is the granddaddy of light 
orchestras, the dazzlingly 
successful role model for 
ensembles across the country. 

Consider the statistics. 
Since its first recordings for 
RCA Victor in 1935, the Boston 
Pops has sold over 50 million 
albums, making it the world’s 
most recorded orchestra. 

In Boston, it presents some 
92 concerts a year in 
Symphony Hall, all of which 
regularly sell out, plus free 
concerts along the Charles 
River, which draw an average 
of 25,000 people. (The 
traditional Fourth of July 
extravaganza attracts upward 
of 200,000 listeners annually.) 

What is more, the “Evening 
at Pops” television series, NOW 
in its 16th season, is among 
the most consistently top-rated 
shows on PBS. On July 14, for 
instance, the centennial 
celebration was televised from 
the steps of the Lincoln 
Memorial in Washington, D.C., 
featuring John Denver and a 
choir of 500 singers recruited 
from Washington-area colleges 
and churches. 


“It’s a venerable American 
institution, a national 
treasure,” says Williams, the 
Oscar-winning composer who 
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succeeded Arthur Fiedler as 
the Pops’ music director in 
1980. “‘There’s no doubt that it 
has made a special 
contribution to music making 
in this country.” 

He spoke from a pay phone 
backstage at Houston’s Jones 
Hall, the ninth stop on the 15- 
city ‘Centennial Tour.” 
Recovering from a bout with 
laryngitis, the bearded, 
bespectacled musician 
seemed unusually reticent, as 
if the coast-to-coast itinerary 
had taxed his energy. 

Never one to complain, 
Williams said, ‘‘I’m fine, | 
assure you. And the touring 
schedule, though busy, is 
manageable. Everywhere we’ve 
gone, the audiences have been 
marvelous, and it has beena 
great pleasure to perform for 
them.” 

Even rain hasn’t dampened 
their enthusiasm. At the 
Meadow Brook Festival in 
Rochester, Mich., listeners sat 
on soggy picnic blankets and 
happily twirled their umbrellas 
as the Pops played ‘“‘Singin’ in 
the Rain.” 

The orchestra is made up of 
members of the Boston 
Symphony, minus its principal 
players. As Williams points 
out, the symphony attracts one 
audience and the Pops quite 
another. 

“Some people attend both, 
of course, but that’s asmallish 
percentage,” explained the 53- 
year-old conductor and 
composer. “The Pops appeals 
to people who are not 
comfortable with large doses 
of classical music, those for 
whom 90 minutes of Mahler is 

just too much.

eliminated serious scores. We 
haven’t. But we program 
shorter pieces that don’t 
require a good deal of musical 
sophistication to enjoy.” 

That, in fact, has been the 
Pops’ philosophy since Henry 
Lee Higginson founded it four 
years after starting the Boston 
Symphony. Inspired by summer 
concerts in Austria and 
Germany, Higginson sought to 
infuse music making with a 
new informality and fun. 
Audience members would sit 
at little tables, eating ice cream 
and listening to marches, 
overtures and Strauss waltzes. 

At least, that’s what 
Higginson envisioned. The 
inaugural concert, on July 11, 
1885, attracted so many people 
that there was an acute 


shortage of tables, waiters and, 
yes, ice cream. 


Still, the Pops was a hit, and 
its popularity endured decade 
after decade. Its best-known 
conductor was Fiedler, who 
ruled the orchestra for 50 years 
and brought it (and himself) 
international acclaim. To many, 
the crusty, mustachioed 
maestro was Mr. Pops. 

After his death in 1979, the 
orchestra management 
appointed Williams, by then an 
established film composer. 

“| thought alot about the job 
before accepting it,”’ Williams 
admitted. ‘Fiedler was a 
legend. | couldn’t replace him 
— nobody could. 

“But | felt | had nothing to 
lose. | was coming from 
Hollywood, after years of being 
a film composer and a 
conductor in recording studios. 
| came to the post fresh, with a 
clean slate. | considered that 
an advantage.”

a. displays Venetian treasures

LOS ANGELES — “The 
Treasury of San Marco,” isn’t so 
much an art exhibit as a 
collection of precious objects 
amassed in homage to God and 
the Venetian republic. The more 
gold and jewelry the item 
possessed, it seems, the greater 
the homage to Christianity. 

The 49 objects, which remain 
on view at the Los Angeles 
County Museum of Art through 
Sept. 8, are a small part of the 
collection of one of Europe’s 
most illustrious treasuries of 
religious icons, shrines, crosses 
and crowns, housed in the 
basilica of San Marco in Venice. 
And, because this is the first 
time they have left their Venetian 
sanctuary, for a five-city tour of 
other parts of Europe and the 
United States, the exhibition is 
something of an event. 

It isn’t an historical 
extravaganza on the order of the 
King Tutankhamen exhibition or 
the current show on Ramses II in 
Montreal. The Christian imagery 
that dominates in this work 
doesn’t have the same hold over 
the public imagination as the 
relics of Egyptian pharaohs. But 
the history of both the basilica 
and many of its objects is 
fascinating nonetheless. 

Most of the early items were 
gathered during the Fourth 
Crusade of 1204, which sacked 
Constantinople, the chief city of 
the Byzantine empire. Tragically, 
most of that wealth was lost 
during a fire in 1231. The 
collection experienced a second 
tragedy when on May 12, 1797, 
the Venetian republic was

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conquered by Napoleon 
Bonaparte. The victorious armies 
were in need of capital and, by 
decree, transferred to the State 
Mint of the new municipality of 
Venice, where a good number of 
the objects containing silver and 
gold were melted down. But a 
year later, the remaining portion 
of the treasury’s collection was 
saved when an Austrian 
government, installed in place of 
Bonaparte’s, ordered all precious 
objects that remained to be 
returned to the treasury. 

Part of the aura of these 
objects is due to their history. 
The show’s chronology is 
defined by a seventh century 
agate ewer with a zoomorphic 
handle at its earliest point and 
an ornately carved 15th century 
wood staff covered with silver at 
the most recent point. In the 
centuries between, there is an 
impressive array of things: 
among them, a late 10th or early 
11th century bookcover 
illustrating Christ and the virgin 
in cloisonne (fired ) enamel, 
which is covered with gold and 
adorned with pearls; a 10th 
century Egyptian ewer in cut 
glass with an image of rams; and 
a 14th century silver-gilt-on-wood 
altar-front narrating episodes in 
the life of St. Mark. 

Yet some of that aura of 
antiquity is subverted by the 
manner in which the pieces are 
displayed. Each sits in a metal 
case that looks more like an 
intriguing minimalist sculpture

than a neutral container. Aside 
from being visually distracting, 
they lend a clinical aura to the 
installation. The effect is not 
unlike looking at pressed 
butterflies in scrapbooks rather 
than the live creatures. 

So we need the catalogue text 
to remind us that each object 
has an intriguing history. 
(Intriguing enough to make the 
profusely illustrated catalogue 
worth purchasing, even with its 
substantial price tag of $39.95 in 
hardcover and $25 in paper.) 

Many, we discover, were 
revised over time. The stonework 
of an elegantly simple chalice 
was done sometime in the First 
century B.C. or A.D., by the 
Romans to honor its emperor 
Romanos. At that time, it was 
used for secular purposes. But 
the handsome gold and silver ° 
rim and foot, decorated with 
exquisite miniature enamel 
images of Christ, the Virgin 
Mary, saints and other religious 
figures, was added during the 
10th century A.D., in 
Constantinople. 

The Byzantine style of the 
imagery on this chalice, of 
ornately decorated, 
unnaturalistic and frontally 
presented figures, is present in 
much of the figurative work. The 
“Panel with half-figure of St. 
Michael,” is a gorgeous example 
of the style — the bust of the 
saint done in silver-gilt and gold, 
with inlaid precious stones and 
wings of cloisonne enamel. The 
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tiny busts of saints which orbit 
the image of St. Michael are 
enameled, too. 

This piece and the equally 
beautiful “Icon with full-length 
figure of St. Michael,” quite 
similar in style to the half-figure 
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of the same saint, are my 
favorites because they approach 
the achievements of great 
painting. The religious reverence 
that is the theme of these icons 
often is present in the chalices 
and vessels, too, but ultimately 
they are high class and 
historically important jewelry, 
not art.

There’s no room at the 
Brunswick Upland Bowl’s alleys 
for Wednesday night league 
bowlers.

“You become a family 
because you play with the same 
people once a week for nine 
months,” said Bob Dutton, Four 
Sports League president. “The 
house didn’t tell the leagues we

| found out about it and then 
asked the Brunswick corporate 
people and they didn’t know 
anything about it. Apparently it 
was an error at the house here.” 
Although the bowlers are 
upset at not having Wednesday 
night league play continue,
